Efforts had been made for a week to get the "flivver" to fly but 


it could not be made to work, although four types of magneto were 
tried. 
Finally the Apollo concern was asked to send a man down and 


try an Apollo magneto. This was done on Thursday and the flivver 
flew. 


The aerial flivver, which will sell for $2,500, weighs only 595 


pounds and can fly at 22 lo 75 miles an hour, requires a magneto that 


will work when it is flying fast or slow. The Apollo seems to be the 
only one that fills the bill.
